O f course t liev are en­ 
thusiastic believers in the system, and 
daily perform th e task it requires 
while preaching its principles to t heir 
friends. 
The prime tho u g h t In Ral- 
stonism is th a t there is no allotted 
end to human life, and you are not ex­ 
pected to grow feeble and die because 
you happen to lie TO years old. 
They 
believe th a t old age is ossification. 
As the years pile up the ossious m at­ 
ter gathers about the bones, arteries 
become clogged with It, and muscles 
lose their power 
Then the body be­ 
comes weak, and the human frame 
soon loses Its Infiuence. 
Then the 
body ceases to be an active agent, and 
death results. 
Tile system is controlled by four 
wealthy chemists, who have founded 
an Institution in Washington, where 
I lie system I-* taught. 
To them It Is a 
craze, and they are pushing It on a 
system which does not allow them to 
make money from it 
All the infor­ 
mation Is eon tai ned in a book which 
costs a dollar, all th e expense con­ 
nected w ith the system. 
T he disciple 
is never called upon bi pay another 
ceut, and advocates say there are peo­ 
ple enjoying good health who have 
never been ill a day since they pur­ 
chased the book IO years ago. 
Members are 
divided 
into two 
classes, those who are sick and waut 
to get well, and those who are well 
and want to remain th a t way. 
Ac­ 
cording to the system the principal 
points are glame, cheerfulness, exer­ 
cise and food, tile glame being a mys­ 
terious something which |iermeates 
over liquid and solid food and the air 
we breathe aud then turns to life in 
our bodies. 
It is tile same substance, 
force or whatever it may be called, 
which leaves the ground and enters 
Into th e plant to keep it alive and 
well. 
As yet no man has seen It, and 
it lias never been subjected to a chem­ 
ical test, but it is known to exist, for 
it is life itself 
These points are a t­ 
tended to carefully iu the course of 
Instruction, aud special attention Is 
given to food. 
Members are not ex­ 
pected to diet themselves,but are made 
acquainted 
with 
the 
necessary 
amounts of different nourishing q u in ­ 
tics in various articles of food, and 
are expected to follow a general table 
prepared for their use. 
Kresh and 
pure food is another requisite, and be­ 
cause adulterated foods are poison to 
the system, arid wilted vegetables are 
unfit for use, every member is in a 
measure an assistant to the pure food 
commissioner.
